It might easily happen that such faint-hearted investors 
would withdraw money from the industry at the very 
time when development had placed the business in a | 
position to make handsome returns on the money 
intrusted to it. A realization that air transportation is a 
sound investment and not a short cut to untold wealth | 
will save any such situation. 









Labor Turnover 

T is only within the past few years that industry in this| 

country has begun to devote real attention to the prob- 
Jem of labor turnover. Every labor replacement costs the 
firm making it a certain amount of money. New labor re- 
quires training. During the period that it is learning the 
ways of the new plant or shop, the efficiency of the whole 
organization is cut down. 

Companies which have developed the highest grade of 
efficiency have paid special attention to reducing their labor 
turnover. The old idea of “hire ’em and fire ’em” has passed 
out of the picture. 

This problem of labor turnover applies not only to great 
corporations doing a national business. It applies to the 
dealer organization of the automotive concern doing a local 
business. Turnover in salesmen lessens the efficiency of a 
dealer's effort. Any salesman taking on a new line 
must have a certain amount of training. While that is being 
given, the effort of the sales force as a whole is cut down. 

The obvious method of cutting down labor turnover 
is for the concern involved to compare the length of 
service among its own employees with that in similar con- 
cerns operating under like conditions. If the company’s 
turnover is in excess of the turnover in other similar 
organizations, a careful scrutiny of possible causes is cer- 
tainly in order.
